“What! " shouted counsel for Mrs. 
Henrietta RK. Hurlbut, who seeks to 
have the will set aside. “ According 
to the accounting I looked up last 
year there was $1,000,000 of this estate 
left.” 
“Long Time Has Passed.” 

“A long time has elapsed since 
then,” said Howard E. Parker, counsel 
for Mrs. Catt, “ and there were no —_ 
obstacles to its distribution.” ; 

That was dramatic enough and it's 
up to the surrogate’s court what he 
will do about it, but it is only a slight 
feature in the fight for the estate. 
excutor of the estate of the Baronee 
Althea Salvador, a Dutch subject, who 

resided in Paris and who in April, 1919, 
began suit. to establish the validity of 
wills made, she said, by Mrs, Leslie in 
1907 and 1911.

The baroness ‘alleged that Mrs. Catt 
exercised undue influence over Mrs, 
Leslie and that Mrs. Leslie was of un- 
sound mind when the will favoring the 
suffrage cause was made. 

The claims of the Baroness Salvalor 
were based, she said, on personal serv- 
ice rendered in introducing Mrs. Leslie 
to Paris society. Mrs. Hulburt is carry- 
ing out the legal action the baroness 
started. 

Mrs. Catt, who is president of the 
National Woman's Suffrage associa- 
tion, today submitted an affidavit that 
she did not know Mrs. Leslie intimate- 
ly, but Mrs. Leslie had contributed 
money for woman's suffrage for thirt} 
years. 

Old Scandal Revived. 

But the baroness’ suit is only part 
of the fight for the estate. The grand- | 
children of Frank Leslie sued to break 
the will aiding suffrage, and revived 
a scandal sixty years old on the 
ground that Mrs. Leslie’s mother was 
a slave and could not inherit. This 
a New York court refused to uphold 
and it developed that Mrs. Leslie came 
of a Creole family of New Orleans, 
that her name had been Miriam Flor- 
ence Follin. She claimed descent 
from Philippe Picot, on whom Louis 
IX. of France had conferred, it is said, 
the title of Baron Bazus.

Twenty per cent cuts were the most 
popular. On the Pacific coast Tacoma 
dealers announced cuts from 20 per 
cent flat to “ profitless sales.” Three 
‘Seattle retailers cut clothing 20 per 
cent. 

In San Francisco one retailer an- 
nounced @ 20 per cent cut in all lines; 
another 20° to 50 per cent in certain 
commodities. 

Several Omaha stores say their silk 
cuts were 60 per cent. In Wichita, 
-Kas,, silk shirts have been reduced. In 
Minneapolis a large department gtore 
announced a general cut of 20 per cent. 
At Knoxville, Tenn, one of the largest 
department stores made a general dis- 
count of 20 per cent on almost its en- 
tire stock. 


Affected in Southwest. 

At Oklahoma City 20 to 30 per cent 
reductions were reported. One men’s 
stoge at Muskogee cut everything 10 
toto per cent and other houses adver- 
tised reductions of 20 per cent. 

At San Antonio, Tex., two depart- 
ment’ stores announced reductions of 
20 per cent, another 25 per cent. At 
Ww aco a department store announced a 
fifth off its prices. At Fort Smith, 
Ark., the alleged reduction was 20 per 
cent, at Pine Bluff the same cut. 

Growing at Omaha. 

Omaha, Neb. May 18.—Eight 
smaller stores today joined the five 
large establishments which have an- 
nounced reductions of from 20 to 30 
per cent. One concern announced an 
additional reduction of 10 per cent. 
Stores which are excepting articles 
like men’s collars have protested that 
other concerns are cutting these 30 per 
cent along with the others.

Wilson Loses 
Georgia; Wins 
in Nebraska 


Democrats of two states, in their con- 
ventions, took diametrically opposite ac- 
tion last night toward the president and 
the league of nations. 

Georgia Democrats repudiated Mr. 
Wilson and his peace policy in toto. 

Nebraska Democrats repudiated the 
Bryan position and indorsed Mr. W il- 
son and his peace treaty—also Senator 
Hitchcock, Mr. Bryan’s dearest. enemy. 

And there you are! 

Atlanta, Ga., May 18—[Special.]— 
President Wilson's treaty policy and 
his league of nations covenant were re- 
pudiated lock, stock and barrel tonight 
by the democratic state convention 
which met to elect delegates to the 
democratic convention in San Fran- 
cisco? 
~ With the elements led by Senator 
Hoke Smith and Thomas E. Watson, 
former populist, in control, the Georgia 
democracy not only broke away from 
the white house yoke but kicked the 
yoke all over the lot. Resolutions ex- 
pressing “unalterable opposition” to 
the league covenant as brought back 
from Paris by the president; dermand- 
ing free speech, free and unhampered 
press, local self-government and the 
repeal of all espionage, sedition and 
conscription laws passed in the war ve | 
riod were adopted by an overwhelming 
majority. 

‘The convention also went on record 
as opposed to compulsory military 
training; recorded opposition to ‘the 
third term idea, and instructed its 
delegates to San Francisco to vote as 
a unit to support no candidate not in 
accord with the principles adopted by 
the convention. 

The Watson-Smith forces began 
their offensive against the White 
House as soon as the convention 
opened. It was apparent from the 
start they were in control, the 146 
delegates who came to the convention 
instructed for Attorney General 
Palmer being powerless against the 
236 votes mustered by the Watson- 


Smith combination. 


Although they did not need the 
votes, the foes of the White House 
policies contested the seats of a num- 
ber of Palmer delegates and succeeded 
in replacing several with either Smith 
or Watson men. 

“We've Got You Whipped.” 

With this detail out of the way Wat- 
son flung down the gage of battle 
with the announcement that the 
Smith-Watson forces “had whipped 
the Palmer forces and intended to 
keep them whipped.” 

This brought hisses from the Palmer 
contingent. 

“Hiss all you want to,” challenged 
Watson, “but we’ve got you whipped 
and intend to keep you whipped.” 

A row started as Watson support- 
ers waved an American flag beside a 
banner bearing Watsons picture. 

“Separate that American flag from 
Tom ‘Watson’s picture,” -one 
shouted, and Watson men hurled 
offers of personal combat at the 
speaker. 

Responding to repeated demands that 
he make a speech, Senator Thomas Ww. 
Hardwick made the convention record 
for brevity. 

“The work so well begun here today 
will be finished in triumphant success,” 
was all he said. 

The delegation to San Francisco will 
be uninstructed, but there will be hard- 
ly a Palmer man in the list. The Pal- 
mer men are expected to boit, elect a 
delegation, and contest the right of the 
Smith-Watson delegation to admission 
to the national convention. 

Nebraska Upholds President, 

Omaha, Neb., May 18.—The Demo- 
cratic state convention of Nebraska 
seated the Bryan delegation from Lan- 
caster county, and unanimously in- 
dorsed President Wilson’s advocacy of 
the peace treaty and the league of na- 
tions. It called upon the senate to rat- 
ify the treaty without nullifying res- 
ervations, condemned senators who. 
have opposed it, and commended sena- 
tors who have upheld Mr. Wilson.

Roads Hoard Coal, Is Charge, 

The dealers charge the railroads with 
hoarding coal for their own use along 


the rignts of way, thus tying up a large 


percentage of the coal carryring equip. 
Ment. The railroads. deny this and 
claim the cars are being held up in the 
east, mainly because of the lack 0? 
motive power to move them. Sorne offi- 
cials say the ears are being used in tlic 
east for transporting coal from the 


mines to the seaboard for export pur- 
poses. 


“ Never since Chicago has been a oon- 
sumer of coal has there been such a 
small supply on hand,” said Williarn 
H. Leland, vice president of the Con- 
sumers’ company. “I estimate there 
is hardly a five day supply in the city, 

“Tonight there are only 18,000 tons 
of coal in all of four forty-seven yards 
and most of that is anthracite coal, not 
available for the commercial! life of the 
city. We have only about 7,000 tons 
of Illinois coal, as against about 1560,- 
000 tons normally. Many of our yards 
have none at all, 

Offer $15 a Ton for Coke, 
We had 75,000 tons of coal on hand 
the first day of the switchman’s strike. 
Owing to the car shortage, coal pro- 
duction in the central competitive. dis- 
trict—Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Kansas—have been less than 
one-third of normal so far this month. 
The situation is more serious than the 
public believes. Today $15 a ton was 
offered for coke and $6 a ton for IIli- 
nois coal at the mines—if it could be 
shipped at once. 
“We have taken no orders to fill 6on- . 
sumers’ cellars since March. We are 
taking no orders for next winter’s gup- 
ply. Even if we are able to get in 225 
cars a day—12,500 tons—from now un- 
til November 1 we will not have an 
appreciable surplus for the winter. 
There is going to be a serious coal fam- 
ine next winter unless some drastic ac- 
tion is taken to relieve the car short- 
age.

PAY WAR DEBT 


Imports from tlle 
on Increase. 

Ottawa, May 18.—BElimination of the 

war customs duty of 7% per cent, and 

the substitution of luxury taxés on ex- 


pensive wearing apparel, jewelry, 
sporting equipment and other articles 


heretofore exempt are provided for | 


in the new taxation proposals sub- 


mitted to parliament late today by Sir 
Henry Drayton, minister of finance. 
The increased revenue, expected to be 
derived from the new taxes, is to be 
used largely in the payment of war 
loans and interest. 

One of the principal features of the 
new bill is a tax of 1 per cent on the 
sales of all manufactures, wholesale 
jobbers, and importers. Sales by re 
tailers and exporters do not come 
under this tax, and a long list of food- 
stuffs and other necessaries also is 
exempt. 


Tax on Beer. 


The tax on beer, wines and spirits 
is increased from 30 cents to $3 a gal- 
Ion. 

One of the chief sources of revenue 
will be the tax on wearing apparel. 
This provides for the payment of 10 
per cent of the total purchase price 
on shoes costing over $9 a pair, men's 
and boys’ suits over $45, men’s and 
women’s overcoats over $50, women’s 
dresses over $45 and women’s suits 
over $60. | 

Smokers Hit. 

Other taxes include: Ten per cent, 
payable by Canadian manufacturers at 
time of sale or when imported, on 
sporting equipment, pleasure boats, 
musical instruments, and household 
plated ware. Twenty per cent, pay- 
able by the purchaser, on smokers’ 
equipment, sporting garments, ex- 
pensive household furnishings an 
jewelry. 

Seventy per cent of Canada’s im- 
ports last year camé from the United 
States, Sir Henry declared in present- 
ing his budget. Commenting on the ad- 
verse exchange situation which the 
Dominion faces, Sir Henry declared 
that, in the year ending March 31, im- 
ports from the United States had 
totaled $802/000,000, an increase of 
$55,000,000 over the previous year. 
Canadian exports to the United States,

Competent engineers have estimated that = this 
section there is a mean discharge of 241,000 cubic 
feet per second and a total fall of 92 feet.

1,764,000 horse power, of which 882,000 would be- 
long to*the United States.

A PICTURE OF BOLSHEVISM 
AT KIEV. 

What a picture of the curse of revolution is dis- 
closed in Col. Reilly’s dispatch from Kiev, published 
in yesterday's TRipUNe. The picture disdains the 
effects of the usual writing man It is a dispas- 
sionate statement ‘of facts which the writer saw 
with his own eyes, of conditions he had observed | 


economic and social demoralization. 

Although Kiev is in one of the most fertile 
regions in Europe it has been reduced to half its 
population and@ those who remain are impoverished 
and forced to part with their most necessary 
belongings for such food as they can obtain at 
almost impossible prices. 

In the country the farmers raise only food they 
can hide from the bolshevist military levies, the 
great sugar beet industry is gone, “ unplanted and 
unplowed fields are to be seen everywhere.” Il ood 
production is about 30 per cent of normal. 

This is the condition of the region of Kiev two 
years and a half after Lenin and Trotzky seized 
power. Up to the evacuation of Kiev before the 
Polish advance, Col. Reilly reports, the bolshevik 
power was maintained by a smal! body of troops 
who terrorized the people. It is hardly to be won. 
dered that the first question asked of the Polish 
and Ukrdinian troops when they entered the city 
was “Are you going to stay?”

RIGHT-HANDED, LEFT- 
BRAINED. 

SORRESPONDENT wishes to know 

something about left-handedness, 

what causes it, can it be overcome, 

does insanity result when a per- 
son changes from left-handedness to 
/right-handedness? He has a left-handed 
child, 
to make him change. . 

Few subjects have excited so much 
controversy as thé subject of right- 
handedness. Of course, the right hand 
and arm are both larger and stronger 
than the left, but this is a result rather 
than a ‘cause of right-handedness, The 
arrangement of the arteries given off 
‘from the mafn trunk, and supplying the 
brain, and the location of the different 
large organs of the body, have both been 
studied as causes of right-handedness 
In spite of all this study, not much of 
basic is at hand. 


The great Irish anatomist made this 
the subject of the Huxley lectures in 
1902. He said man was a feft-brained 
Yanimal, meaning that, while there were 
duplicate nerve centers in each side of 
the brain,: those on the left side domi- 


side, but that on the left side dominates. 
The centers which move the right arm 
and leg are on the left side of the brain, 
and this motor area dominates that of 
the right side of the brain, . 
Harelip is twice as frequent on the 


more frequent on the left side. The teeth 
of the right side of the face are the larger 
and denser. Apoplexy is more frequent 
on the right side. 

The discovery that the left half of the 
brain dominates the right is good so far 
as it goes, but it does not go far enough. 
Why does it dominate? It is no larger 
nor heavier nor provided with better gonr 
volutions. The plain fact-is that nobody 
knows. Man always has been right- 
handed, though the proportion of left- 
handed in the Stone Age is higher 
than the percentage (two to three) now. 

A baby at birth and for the first few 
months is ambidextrous. About the sev- 
enth or eighth month he begtns to show 
a preference for the right hand because 
he tnherited that tendency. The why of

a mother discovers her child to be Atay, 
handed, or suspects it because the one 
or both parents are left-handed, and she 
wishes to change it, then is the time to 
begin.

BONUS BILL PROTEST INEFFEC- 

Washington, D. €.. May 18.—{Spe 
cial.}—Opposition to the proposed tax 
on dealings in futures on grain ex- 
changes was expressed by Charles H. 
Canby, representing the Chicago Board 
of Trade, today before Republican mem- 
bers of the house ways and means 
committee. He urged elimination of 
the tax of 2 cents on each $10 of sales 
from the soldiers’ bonus bill. Elmer 
Schlesinger of Chicago appeared as at- 
torney for the grain interests. 

“The imposition of such a tax would 
be ruinous and destructive to the grain 
market,’ said Mr. Canby. The 
amount of revenue which could be pro- 
duced from such a tax would not justify 
taking chances of a disruption of the 
grain trade.” 

' It was declared the proposed tant while 
amounting only to two-thirds of a cent 
a bushel, would seriously affect the 
smaller dealers doing business on a 
narrow margin. The witnesses said 
that dealings tn futures have a stabiliz-. 
ing influence on the grain market and 
that no steps should be taken penalizing 
traders. 

- Members of the committee imdicated 
that they had no intention to heed the 
protests. The bill will not be changed 
in this particular before being reported 
to the house.

Raise. your own feeds, build a silo, 
eliminate the unprofitable cows, and co- 
operate with your neighbor in telling 


milk. These are the four pararnount 
Suggestions the National Dairy coun- 


country. 


Plans should be made now for the 
winter’s feed suppy. With plenty of 
rains, the dairyman will be able to get 
along nicely during the next few 
months, through the grazing season, 
but the feed situation is expected to be 
critical this fall and winter. Managers 
of large dairy farms already realize 
the seriousness of the situation and are 
attempting to raise crops that will pro- 
duce enough feed to carry them 
through the winter. 

“ Regardless of the size of the herd,” 


“every milk producer should begin to- 
day and resolve to grow al! the grain 
and roughage he will need this fall and 
winter. We may expect feeds to be 
scarce and high priced this fall, and 
the man who has all of his feeds on 
hand, grown on his own farm, is the 
one who is going to find milk produe- 
tion a profitable business this winter. 
Caring for the feed at harvest is just 
as important as growing it, and the 
silo is the best way to help solve the 
feed storage problem. A silo is just as 
necessary on the farm as is a plow. No 
dairyman should expect the best re 
sults unless he has a silo. The silo 
will mean more profit.” 


An abundance of valuable feed is pro- 
duced where a combination of cow peas 
and oats are sown. Dairymen are 
growing these two crops together and 
find that cows do well on the feed, be- 
cause the vines and straw furnish an 
excellent roughage and the peas and 
oats supply a good part of the neces- 
sary concentrated feed. The peas are 
valuable because of the protein they 
contain. 

The oats and peas should be planted 
about the first of June in this section. 
A common method of seeding is to drill 
the peas in with a grain drill the long 
way of the fie id. Then sow the oats 
with a drill in the opposite direction. 
Use sixty pounds of cow peas and forty 
pounds of oats to each acre. 

The crop should be harvested just, 
before the peas bégin to get hard in 
poo pod and the oats begin to turn yel-. 
ow.

The time table in farmers’ bulletin 
839 says to scaid or blanch asparagus 
fifteen minutes, which is about as long 
as it requires to cook it. Some women 
say from two to four minutes, and one 
highly reliable state bulletin says ten 
minutes. There is nearly a total agree- 
ment as to the length of time of the 
process—two hours for hot water bath 
outfit, an hour and a half for water seal 
outfits, one hour for five to ten pounds 
steam pressure, forty minutes for ten 
to fifteen pounds pressure. 

To have any canned vegetable keep, 
the first part of the cold pack process 
must be carried out with the utmost 
precision. After raising or buying vege- 
tables, it is almost wicked to go to the 
time and trouble to can them carelessly. 

Asparagus comes up through a cover 
of compost often, and thereforé needs 
the most thorough sort of sterilizing. 
In large part this consists in getting 
out any dirt. The scalding or blanch- 
ing does this largely. The oooking in 
the cans finishes the work. But from 
the minute a vegetable or fruit is 
blanched speed is highly important. To 
blanch them they are, when cleaned, 
dropped into botling water.: When the 


dropped quickly into cold water, from 
which they must be immediately re- 
moved, not allowed to soak. The quick- 
er they are put into the jars, if tepid, 
and then into Hot water or steam, the 
better.
